Surely the Barbarians themſelves want not their vices,but 
are infected with divers, only they curſe aud execrate ours, and 
flatter theraſelves in their ow43:; on the contrary, we cheriſh our 
ſelves.in ours, and abhor theirs; We eſteem Poverty av abotninable 
reproach, whych right or rorong 1s to be avoided ; They ſcarce think 
a Chriſtian ought to enjoy any Riches, unleſs ſuch as are gained 
without frauds We ſcarce dare name Drunkenneſt(though I muſt 
confeſs in that I ſhould not ſo vehemently diflent from them if they 
would agree in other things)3 but the Germans think it a venial 
ſin,and rather merry then wicked, They violently bay and deteſt - 
Uſury z we think no ſort of men more wſeful and xeceſſary to the 
Church. Prepoſtrous Ventery, ox Sodomy, they look upon as lo filthy, 
that whoever do's but ſo much as name it, they think poll#tes the 
very Sun and Air 3 we think-quize otherwiſe : So for Simony, a 
word quite baniſhed out of natures they yct fear the ſhadow of, 
and ftubboruly hold faſt to old and decayed Laws: We look a clean 
contrary: way : And of this kind thereare many others wherein 
the Barbarians agree not with us 5 whereupon, whilſt we lead ſuch 
a different courle of life, they are to be forbid prying into our my- 
fteries, and to be ſuſpetted though they are ignorant of them for 
if once they underſtood the ſerrers of our Coxrt, they would pre- 
ſently divalge them 3 and by what means, I know not, they are 
moſt clear fighted in reproviag Vices : They write tnoſt ſcandaloms 
Letters to their Conntry-men, and make a clamor everywhere, that 
with us is not the ſeat of Chriſt, but the ſink, of Satan: They di- 
ſpute of me, whether gaining in ſuch a manner the Chair, and li- 
ving as I did, I ought to be eſteemed 2s Pope. And thus-in the 
firlt place they at once. /efſex among rgnorant people the opinion of 
E- 2 OUT 
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our Holineft and out bn who before had never heard any 
thing of us but that we ad in Chriſt's ftead upon Earth, ' and 
held the next place, and therefore were Peers to God in Power 3 
and from theſe things ixtollerable dammage accrues to the Churchs 
We. ſell fewer Diſpenſations and at a lower rate : There comes in 
lefs Revenue from Biſhopricks, Benefices and Abbeys ; The common 
people, if any thing be exafted from them; pay it with an ill will : 
In ſhort,cvery where the gaiz is leſs,and the Market thinner : And 
laſt of all, our Thuxder-bolts do left and Jeſt frighten 3 ſo that if 
once their boldnefi ſhould fly: ſo high as tc declare a wicked Pope 
could do nothing, and ſo contemn our Threatnings and Excommu- 
nications,we ſhould be in a condition of ftarving. But it they were 
once got further off ( ſuch is the wit of the Barbarians )) they 
would more aſfſiduouſly adore us, and we by Letters aptly writ, 
would drive theſe thoughts from their minds. St, Pet. This is not 
fair dealing, if herein depends the Apoſtolical Amtbority that your 
lives ſhould be cloked, and your frauds concealed. We uſed to 
wiſh nothing more then that what we did in our Chambers might 
be knoxyn to all the World, and therefore for the moſt we ordered

thoſe which hope for, or fear our Riches, and for that yield not a 
little to our Authority. Some are perſwaded that great misfortunes 
will perſecute thoſe who in any affair give any vexation to the 
Prieſthood, almoſt all as they are civilly Educated do ſomewhat fa« 
vour Ceremonies, eſpecially encouraged by us, for Ceremonies and 
Fables keep the Vulgar in awe. So that one thing with another 
the game goes ſeriouſly on. We grace them with magnificent titles 
though they be the wickedjt of men, Calling this Catholich, a ſe- 
cond moſt Serene, a third moſt Thuftriows, a fourth Auguſtus, all of 
them beloved Sons > and they in return Kill call us Mo# Holy Fa- 
#hers in their Letters, and cft-times have ſubmitted themſelves to 
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if our Feet, and when the EL BE of is not. too mighty, 
yield it often to our Authority, whereby they gain ther ſelves 'an 

of Piety among the Vulgar; We ſend- them conſeerated 
Roſes. Tiaras, Swords, and confirm their Dignity with moſt power- 
ful Bulls, they again ſend us Horſes, Souldiers, Money, and ſome+ 
times Boyes3 and thus as the ſaying is, the Mwles forub one another. 
St.Pet. If they be ſuch, I do not underſtand upon what account 
you could ſtir up ſuch Potent Kings to ſuch diſmal Wars, & eſpe- 
cially to the breaking of ſo many Leagues. Ful. But if- you are 
capable of coxceiving thoſe things I am about to tell you, you will 
underſtand more then Apoſtolick, Wit. St. Pet. I will endeavour it 
as much as I can. Fal. My ſtudy then in the firſt place was to 
underſtand the Genius, Manners, Inclination, Riches and Deſigns of 
all People, who agreed with who, and who and who were at eumity;

T had alrcady drawn to Arms. All thcſe things I. turned to the 
Churches benefit, and by fix huz:d4rcd Letters, none of them writ 
without cuzzizg, at length involved all thoſe Princes in a bloody 


War, nor did I leave the reſt zattempred, that 15, neither the . 
Kings of Huzgary, Portugal, nor the Kingly Duke of Burgundy; - 


but becauſe. none.of thele things were- any of their concerns, L 
could not compel them 3 and I knew if I raiſed any of them toa 
florm, none ry the reſt would quiet them, Theſe therefore ſince 
they would att after their own way,received fo hozeſt a Title from 
us that the more deſtruſtion they brought to Chriſtian.People, the 


more Rgligiouſfly they feem'd. to protett the Churchof, God. - And:

dible ſucceſs, and to his great advantage, and yet leaving, off all 
that, he tuxned:his whole ftrength againſt the Frexch ; Moreover, 
the Empergur who was not. only tycd. by many Leagues but by 
many great good-Offices to the French, were it but this, that by.
